The air is full of }redictions of imminent disaster. 
Fire, flood, famine and earthquakes are to devastate 
portions of the earth and perhaps leave the ruin 
of San Francisco far behind in the race for pre- 
eminence in horror. Some of these prophets foretell 
dire things for Missouri. We are to have an earth- 
quake; it may be we shall be shaken to pieces 
and the parts scattered about in sad disorder. Such 
vaporings of the prophetic sense are not uncommon 
on great occasions. Medicine men do a large business 
when a great calamity heats the blood and fevers the 
brain. Prophecy flourishes at such times because 
prophets must make hay while the sun_ shines, 
Which it does not often do in the realm prophetic. 
Timid people may take alarm. San Francisco’s de- 
struction is enough to make even the sanest of us 
dream bad dreams. But there is really no sound 
reason to be frightened. Amid all the learned talk 
about voleanoes and earthquakes, one fact stands 
the wise men know 
nothing at all about the causes of such phenomena. 
They have their fancies, guesses, theories and hypo- 
theses. Of certain knowledge they cannot claim 
to have the smallest fragment. We may -be over- 
whelmed by an earthquake, some time, or the earth 
may fal] into the sun, or.a stray comet may hit us 
in the solar plexus. But of these things science has 
no advance notice. They belong to the realm of the 
unforseeable and _ inealculable. Coficerning these 
things it was said by One greater than the prophets: 
“Of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the 
angel of heaven, but my Father only.” If He did 
not permit Himselt to’ meddle with dates we can 


enjoy the prophets withont giving credence to what } 
they say. | 


_ The property loss inthe San Francisco earthquake 
and its resulting fires i one of the greatest of modern 
times. Certainly ‘the 
since the greater ‘part of Lisbon was destroyed by 
the earthquake: of. 1755.°. Owing to the much greater 
cost of modern buildings, the loss now is much great- 
er in money values than in Lisbon, where, however, 
it is said that 60,000 people lost their lives. Such ca- 
lamities resulting from causes so imperfectly under- 
stood, silence comment except as they urge the minds 
of all to relieve suffering, and impose on the minds 
of trained investigators the duty of greater efforts 
that their causes as they belong to natural law may 
be comprehended. In comment on causes which 
transcend and operate through natural law, perhaps 
nothing has been said more nearly conclusive than 
the saying of Voltaire when, in view, perhaps, of his 
own general reputation, he refused to join in judging 
the people of Lisbon as sinners above other men, 
siffering a special, “judgment” for extraordinary 
wickedness. His advice to those who thought it re- 
ligious to set themselves thus above their suffering 
fellows was to “put their mouths in their hands, their 
hands in the dust, to adore and be silent.’ ‘i

The presence of the govérnors of five Southwestern 
states and territories was only one of the features 
which made the St. Louis Industrial Convention of 
the past week one of the most notable events in the 
history of interstate co-operation, The convention 
formed plans whose operations will be felt for years 
as part of the impulses of improvement in the work 
of more than twenty million people. Beyond this, 
the convention itself was a method of improvement, 
certain to be realized in greater results than those 
it has planned. It is the beginning of the more fully 
organized and wholly. voluntary co-operation neces- 
sary for the development not only of the Southwest, 
but of every State in the Mississippi Valley and in 


the Union. 


The program of the annual convention of the In- 
ternational Association of Railway Foremen was pub- 
lished during the week, outlining the proceedings of 
the convention, which is to assemble in St. Louis 
Mav 8.

The decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of Haddock against Haddock promises to 
check the worst abuses of State divorce laws by 
confining them more closely to the states in which 
they are tolerated. The general effect of the decis- 
ion seems to make it necessary, where one of the 
parties to the suit does not live in the State in which 
it is brought, that the non-resident must accept the 
court’s jurisdiction to make the divorce, if one is 
granted, valid past all doubt. Other interpretations 
are put on the decision. The court may go still 
further in defining it hereafter along the lines of the 
general principle that there is a limit to what the 
Federal Constitution requires in requiring that “full 
faith and credit shall be given in each State to the 
public acts, reeords and judicial proceedings of every 
other State.” Under the Tenth section of the Fed- 
eral Constitution it is provided that no State shall 
pass any “law impairing the obligation of contracts,” 
but the extent to which this applies in the matter of 
marriage contracts remains to be defined hereafter. 


When Maxim Gorky came to the United States, 
it was with the sincere desire to force for Russia a 
higher civilization than the Czar and the imperfectly 
divilized “upper classes” are willing to permit. For 
this end he had marked out fer himself a plan of 
self-devotion which included exile ¢ as a certainty of 
his future. He had made up his mind to accept the 
dangers, including the possible danger of death, which 
belong to the career of a revolutionist who sees no 
other mearis than violence to open the way for 
progress. Suddenly, as he enters:the most critical 
étage’ of his car@er as a civilizer, he is revealed as 
demanding ‘for himself as a perquisite of genius open 
indulgence in sharing with “upper-class Russia” that 
special vice of its barbarism which is conventional 
only on the first low levels of organized human life, 
where it is always accompanied by the forms of 
oppression Gorky rightly condemns in Russia. Until 
he has civilized himself in this respect, his usefulness 
as an organizer of higher civilization for Russia is so 
limited that he must appeal for sympathy to Paris. 
There, when they have concluded that a man is an 
artist and a genius, they cover everything afterwards 
with the mantle of the sort of charity they express 
in the Parisian shrug of the shoulders. Gorky’s case 
is lamentable, but it may help to impress on reform- 
ers in the future the idea that they have no right 
to induJjge the habits of “noblemen” when they are 
attemptimg to rid the world of oppression resulting 
from the vices of “the nobility.”

The San Francisco catastrophe is so great that in 
view of it—as in the Mt. Pelee instance—one is 
struck with the ‘inadequacy of language. If we say 
that it is awful, we remember how the association of 
red and blue and green in an Kaster costume was 
described by one of finer eolcr sense as awful. li 
we speak of it as terrible, memory recalls that a 
dinner guest who ate with his knife was voted ter- 
‘rible by his seatmate. And thus through the entire 
English vocabulary of words that might in ‘good 
sense be applied. Like the yellow editor who daily 
screams in page-wide heads of. three-inch wood type— 
though he have but a single man’s death to chron- 
icle or no death at all—we are lingually impoverished 
at this juncture. No word: or phrase that we may 
use to describe the destruction of a great city by 
the triple force of earthquake, tidal wave and fire but

LOPSIDED MEN. 

A year or two ago Prof. William James startled 
the country by saying aloud what we all knew under 
That education of the intellect did not 
necessarily make for moral improvement. 

This fact is more clearly defined by the Chief of 
Police of Liverpool, who declares that education 
tends not to diminish crime, but to alter or change 
its form. 

“Men who, 50 years ago, would have been burglars 
or highwaymen,” he «ys, “today are bogus company 
and

promoters sci ueunial swindlers of various 
kinds.” 

That is, education tends to diminish crimes of vio- 
lence, but increases those requiring acute intellect, 
plausible speech and gentlemanly manners. 

He goes on: “An inevitable result of a little 
learning is to develop hypocrisy where the moral 
training is not commensurate with the merely intel- 
lectual culture.” 

May not this be true of much learning? Indeed, 
it may be conjectured that the more intellectual 
training a man has the greater rogue he will be if 
he is not also subjected to moral instruction equally 
extensive and discipline equally severe. 

All of which means that schools and colleges are 
turning out lopsided men instead of normal, well- 
rounded characters. 

The woman who makes official record of her con- 
viction that nine babies. are enough, need not fear 
Mr. Roosevelt’s displeasure. Even he must admit 
that enough is enough. 
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A HERESY TRIAL. 

The trial of Rev. Algernon Sidney Crapsey, for 
25 years rector of St. Andrew’s, Batavia, N. Y., for 
heresy will attract more attention than common. 

Heresy trials in these days are rare. They are 
especially infrequent in the Episcopal Church. 

The interest is heightened by the character of the 
issues and the form they assume. The main issue is 
the divinity of Christ. 

Dr. Crapsey does not deny saying, writing and 
publishing what he is charged with. On the other 
hand he will not argue the truth or falsity of the 
doctrine he is said flatly, clearly and unambiguously 
to contradict. He will deny the contradiction. 

The issue then is: what is a contradiction? And: 
is the charge that he has contradicted the doctrines 
well founded ? 

A hundred years ago the trial would have wrecked 
careers and ruined lives. But we need not anticipate 
such a conclusion in this case. The interest is pure- 
ly intellectual for most observers. For most people 
of the twentieth century a heresy trial is an intel- 
lectual luxury. 
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WONDERS OF THE DESERT. 
From the Technical World. 

Weird and wonderful are the stories which have 
come out of the great Salton Desert of California. 

It was there on the Lower Colorado River that 
“Capt. Smith’ found the lame turtle, and so won iis 
gratitude by healing it that it returned in later years: 
and offered its services as an animated ferry when 
the Captain was on an’ island threatened with a ris- 
ing flood. 

On yonder mesa, sloping. upward from Volcano 
Springs, is the “invisible city,’’, where the clangor 
of street-car bells and all the hubbub of a metropo- 
lis can be heard, but where only the gravelly soil, 
the dreary mountains and the scant, dwarfed vege- 
tation can be seen. 

Near Superstition Mountain is the spring of nat- 
ural gin, where the coyote, the gray wolf, the fox 
and the wild fowl are on perpetual debauch; and 
near by is the hill from which flows natural ink. 
In the same vicinity is the mine of crystals which 
make perfect pens, and the deposit of asbestos where 
one can tear off sheets of blotting paper ready made. 

It was in the Superstition Mountains that Otto 
Schmidt found the invisible serpents with glass cups 
on their tails, that revolved, producing sweet music. 
It was in this desert, too, that an ingenious Yankee 
found a group of camels, abandoned in early days 
by the army, and by syphoning the water from 
their sacks was able to irrigate a farm, while the 
animals plied back and forth between the river and 
the farm, keeping up the water supply. 

Now the grim valley, rendered wonderfully fertile 
by irrigation, is the home of 8000 thriving people. Re- 
cently the Colorado River, breaking. through its old 
bounds, began again to run into the valley, which 
it formerly occupied, but now great steel and con- 
crete dams are being built, and by May 1 the river 
will be forever shut out, except as it is meeded for 








irrigation purposes. 
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CHINA ADOPTS WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

Consul-General Ragsdale writes from Tientsin that 
the Chinese Government has arranged to establish 
several stations throughout China for experiment 
with Marconi’s system of wireless telegraphy and 
instruct Chinese operators in working the same. 
The apparatus has been installed on four Chinese 
men-of-war at Shanghai and at the three North 
China cities of Tientsin, Pekin and Paotingfu, the 
radius of action being about 230 kilometers and the 
cost about 25,000 taels. An Italian officer has been 
appointed, not only as instructor, but also to super- 
intend the installation, and under whom a number of 
students have already been detailed to act as oper- 
ators and learn the art of management. It is also 
said that the viceroys throughout the Empire have 
been directed to consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing other stations to work in conjunction with 
those above mentioned. 


NEW MARVELS IN STEAMERS. 

A steamship that could run away from a subway 
express train and race over the seas from New York 
to Queenstown in three days and 18 hours will be an 
accomplished fact when the Cunard line’s monster 
vessels, the Lustania and Mauritania, begin their 
ocean express traffic soon. The world sat up and 
marveled at the performance of the Deutschland and 
Lucania, but the Cunard’s new turbine steamships 
will bé able to pass them on the ocean almost as if 
they were anchored. Moreover, they will be the long- 
est boats in the world by almost 100 feet, broader 
than any of the German leviathans and at the same 
tinle possessing the shapely lines of ocean greyhounds 
like the Lucania. The new steamers are 770 feet long 
between perpendiculars, or 800 feet, counting the 
stern overhang. The Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, now 
the longest steamship in the world, is 705 feet long, 
with a breadth of 80 feet. The Cunard twins have 8&8 
feet breadth and even they will compare with the 
German boat as a Sandy Hook flyer might with a 
ferryboat, so fine and clean are their lines. 


GOLD SURGICAL INSTRUMENTS. 

A steel hypodermic needle is never inserted with- 
out leaving a permanent blue speck itn the skin of 
the patient, probably because of the, perhaps, very 
small quantity of impurity—rust or otherwise—whith 
it -contains. The gold needle invariably leaves no 
mark whatever, says Leslie's Weekly. Appreciating 
these facts, efforts, in which surgeons particularly 
have been interested, have been made for years to 
contrive a process for hardening gold so that it could; 
be used for the blades of the instruments of surgery 
of all kinds. -This is just what Dr. Vaughn has ac- 
complished after 18 years of experimenting and re-

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SMALLEST ELECTRIC;MOTOR.

According to the American Mechanic, it weighs one 
pennyweight and three grains, and is run by current 
from a smal) silver chloride battery. The field mag- 
nets are made from two very fine -pieces of sheet 
iron scraped down and polished. Instead of copper 
The magnets are held 
together by gold screws and wound with very fine 
silk-covered wire, and the commutator bars are of 
gold. 


GUIDEPOSTS IN THE DESERT. 

“Stone guideposts are being placed. in the deserts 
of California to direct lost travelers to springs, wells 
and small streams,” says Popular Mechanics (April). 
“Every year large numbers of prospectors risk the 
dangers of the desert in théir eager search for gold. 
Many of these wander about until they become bewil- 
dered, and after searching for water for hours and 
days perish miserably of thirst. The Legislature of 
California has appropriated $5000 for placing the 
guideposts, and several.counties have already under- 
taken the work. Thousands of posts will be erected 
during the spring, and it is expected that the num- 
ber of deaths will be very greatly decreased by this 
means.’’ 


ALCOHOL ENGINES IN GERMANY. 

There are now in operation in Germany between 5000 
and 6000 alcohol engines, and dt is estimated that 
when alcohol designed for such purposes in the Unit- 
ed States is free from Government tax a much larger } 
number will be used here. Internal-combustion en- 
gines using alcohol as a motor fuel are coming into 
general usé qn farms for running all kinds of farm 
machinery. By the use of alcohol 20 per cent more 
power can be secured on a given engine’ than can be 
obtained by the use of gasoline, as alcohol can be 
compressed to a much higher degree than gasoline 
without danger of spontaneous combustion. It is 
used also in running light machinery in workshops.

LITTLE ‘LETTERS TO GREAT MEN. 


Hon. William H. Taft, Secretary of War: Dear 
Sir—Just a Minute has been writing a number of 
letters to famous men, and we know you will expect 
to get one. 

As a natural result of the great seismic disturb- 
ances in and along the American shore of the Pa- 
cific Ocean, it is extremely likely that a new archi- 
pelago of desirable islands has teen thrown up some- 
where between the Isthmus of Panama and the 
Orient.. You doubtless know that the Sandwich 
Islands are volcanic and that all the other Pacific 
isles were thrown up at various times—some recent- 
ly, others long ago. You cannot have forgotten that 
when the people of Charleston looked out upon the 
Atlantic the morning after their earthquake in 1886, 
they. were astonished to see a brand-new island just 
drying off shore. An enterprising Charlestonian. 
rowed over to that island and claimed it by right of 
discovery. He has since made it a very profitable 
resort. 

What he did, Uncle Sam should do. If it is the 
policy of our Government to acquire islands, the dis- 
covery of new-born groups is the cheapest possible 
process of acquisition. Being but a few days old, the 
archipelago will have no inhabitants whom we must 
subjugate, nor will it be necessary to fight or pay 
any other power for possess:vn. All we shall have 
to do will be to land, stick the Stars and Stripes up 
in the. near-sea mud, and claim the group in the 
name of the United States. If the islands are still 
we can surround them with battleships and keep 
others out until they cool off sufficiently for a flag 
to. be taken ashore. 

“We believe, Mr. Taft, that you are enough of an 
opportunist to appreciate ‘this suggestion. We are 
confident that you will see the Secretary of the 
Navy and ask him to see to it that the Pacific Squad- 
ron speedily scours the sea for this possible new 
group. If we can pick up another Philippine or Sand- 
wich Archipelago, with no Moros on it, and no §Sul- 
tans of Sulu or Queen Lils to pension, we shall be 
doing very well, thank you. 

We must look to this opportunity quick, Mr. Taft. 
If some other power should beat us to it, we would 
kick ourselves off the Pacific altogether. Anything 
coming up between us and the Philippines belongs to 
us naturally, and we want it.

NO FUND FOR WORK 
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‘Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 21.—The dis- 
covery was made today that it will be 
impossible to carry out the provisions 
of the law enacted by the last Legisla- 
ture and later signed by the Governor 
for the changing from hanging to elec- 
trocuting the “execution of condemned 
murderers in this State.

Golf will be late in St. Louis this sea- 
son owing to the taPdiness of spring. 
Only in the last week has the weather 
been at all propitious to the links. Rain 
was incessant up to Sunday last. It re- 
quired an entire week of warmth and 
Grying to take the water out of the 
ground. Indeed, the sod is so thorough- 
ly saturated that the water squeezes 
up in waves in front of the rollers, 
even in the hills of Glen Echo.

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Prof. 
Gesa Marcozy, the Hungarian chess 
champion, gave an exhibition of si- 
multaneous chess playing in the Mer-" 
cantile Library yesterday. 

Twenty games were going, all at 
once, and of that number he won 13 
games, while seen resulted in a 
draw. Play began at 4 in the after- 
noon and was completed at 10 at 
night, two hours being allowed for 
dinner and relaxation. 

Marcozy’s exhibition was interest- 
ing, as with scarcely a pause for 
thought he moved from table to table, 
making the various moves witheut a 
moment’s hesitation and with such 
rapidity as to disconcert some of: the 
nine experienced piayers. Scarcely 
once during the play did he allow his 
eyes to leave the various boards, and 
his concentration was to intense that 
only when the recess was announced 
did he seem to become cognizant of 
his surroundings. 

Has a High Ranking. 

His entire method was consenvative, 
and his style was sound rather than 
brilliant. It was conceded by all 
present that he is easily the second 
greatest player in the world, and that 
it is an open question whether he-is 
not the greatest. In his last seve« 
tournaments he has come out either 
first or\ second. 

The great player has been in this 
country a little more than a month, 
and is here Mm the interests of his 
home -Government to investigate the 
educational system and incidentally 
play chess.

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AGE DID NOT DULL 
THIS MARE'S SPEED 


Day Champions, Kept Up 
Trotting Record. 


In these strenuous days the best trot- 
ters do not last long. A season or two 
of supremacy with fitful , performances 
rather than sustained excellence-is the 
rule, whereas thirty or forty years ago 
it took years to bring the best trott@s 
to their highest speed,‘and then they 
showed gdod form for season after sea- 
son. 

Lou Dillon came to all her glory in 
one summer. She started without a 
record and was champion of the’ world 
when frost time came. Now she is out 
of the running. 

She was broken as a _  2-year-old, 
trained some the following season and 
at 6 trotted faster than the record at 
the time. 

But when high-wheeled sulkies were 
in vogue it was: different. The cham- 
pion that lasted longest was Goldsmith 
Maid, a mare, circumstances’ con- 
sidered, whose equal in many respects 
has never been seen. Briefly told, her 
story is: Broken to harness at 6, trotted 
her first race at 8, became world’s 


champicn-at 1 and retired at 20. 

Think of not breaking a trotting bred 
‘horse (and for her time the Maid was 
one of the best-bred trotters on earth) 
until it is‘6 years old. There was @ little 
delay in starting the education, it being 
the generai practice to break colts at 4. 
But even in colthood the Maid was not 
a common horse. She was a shapely 
little miss, wild as a fawn, and with 
the speed of one. Sons of the man 
who bred her used the filly under the 
saddle, but their riding only took the 
wire edge off her wonderful spirit. 

Time and again did she jump the pas- 
ture fence at night and make long 
moonlight excursion all by  herseir 
around the adjoining country, and so 
persistent was she in this caper that 
finally it was decided to let her have 
her will rather than take a chance of 
her being hurt by jumping the pasture 
fence. An ordinary barrier of this sort 
meant nothing to the filly, and when 
}a higher one was built she kept trying 
to leap it. 

The ‘mare once broken, showed som 
trot, and Alden Goldsmith, a practical 
horseman of Washington, N. Y., bought 
her. Thus it was that she appears in 
the summaries of her first races as 
“Goldsmith's Mare,’’ no name having 
been given her. This was in 1865, when 
the bobtail mare Flora Temple was 
champion with a mark of 2:19 3-4. 

The Maid's first winning race was at 
Goshen, N. Y., Sept. 7, and the miles 
were done in 2:36, 2:37, not a bad clip 
in those days. This was the beginning 
of a career that has never been equaled 
by a trotter so far as number of suc- 
cessive campaigns is concerned. Here 
are her winning races by years: 1865, 
one; 1866, two; 1867, five; 1868, eight; 
1869, eight; 1870, 11; 1871, 14; 1872, eight; 
1873, 10; 1874, 21; 1875, six; 1876, eight; 
1877, two. 

Thirteen conseoutive years on the 
turf, getting into the free-for-all class 
early in her-career, traveling all over 
the land fr, Boston to California, be- 
coming a ampion when 15 years old, 
an age hen trotting mares of the 
present y have long been relegated 
to the rood mare ranks, trotting the 
most sensational race of her career 
when 19, and finally retiring, s0und as a 
dollar, and with all the ginger she ever 
had, at the ripe age of 20.

TURKISH MISRULE 
IN MACEDONIA,

LONDON, April 21.—A “‘Blue Book on 
Macedonia,’’ just issued, contains some 
striking examples of Turkish misrule 


in that troubled province. 

The British Consul at Salonika quotes 
a “typical instance,’’ which involves 
the attempt of the authorities to dis- 
cover the murderers of a Mussulman 
landowner’s steward. 

After the murder the local officials 
appear on the scene, and, assisted by 
the undisciplined soldiery, endeavor, by 
beating and torture, to extract from the 
villagers the names of the assassins. 
Then follow the ‘Procurer,” with his 
abortive judicial inquiry, and the doc- 
tor, whose medicines had not been de- 
livered to the sufferers three weeks 
after the event.”’ 

Sir Nicholas O’Conor, the British Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, holds the 
insurgent bands mainly responsible for 
crimes committed between Jan. 1 and 
Aug. 27, 1905. 

A table published shows that, out of 
a total of 362 prisoners killed by the in- 
surgent bands in the seven months 
mentioned, 290 were Christians and 72 
Moslems.

CHAOTIC CONDITIONS 
EXIST AT MADISON 


Radical Reforms in. Football 
While Other Sports Are 
- Being Dropped. 


MADISON, Wis., April 21.—Chaotic 
athletic conditions exist in several 
Western universities as a result of the 
recent radical reforms in. football. 
Branches of sport are being dropped, 
und eyen in ‘colleges which apparently 
are’ affected less seriously, there is a 
general outcry from students and ath- 
letes to know how athletic téams- are 
to be supported if the big receipts of 
football are curtailéd. , 

Merely by way ot suggestion, once 
theregwere three institutions of learn- 
ing in New’ England which supported 
baseball: nines, track teams and football] 
elevens for a number of years without 
even an inclosed ground among: them. 
These were not exceptions . eituer, 
Svery student was a member.of his col- 
lege athletic association, and as’ sueh 
Was taxed a Small amount. 

In addition, there were held at the 
beginning of each college year student 
mass meetings at which subscriptions 
were.made publicly to defray the ex- 
penses of the coming athletic yéar. In- 
tense rivalry existed between different 
classes to see which could lead in the 
matter of financial support for the 
teams, and the wearers of varsity em- 
blems in those days subscribed cash to 
pay the expenses of the teams. of which 
they were members, instead of demand- 
ing or accepting ‘‘inducements’’ for 
themselves. 

The sum raised by this method was 
husbanded and was not. always. suffi- 
cient, perhaps, but it was made to do 
somehow. a 

‘Those teams needed no later mass 
meetings to stir up varsity ‘“‘spirit,’’ nor 
cheermasters to insure loyal rooting at 
games. Bach student had an individual 
pride and interest in. them—was in a 
way a part of them, although not .an 
athiete himself. 

There were no high-salaried profes- 
sional coaches, not much of a training 
table, and few of the expensive luxuries 
and paraphernalia.which surround :the 
college team in these days of. ‘‘frenzied 
athletics.”” It was fifteen or twenty 
years ago that these conditions exist- 
ed, and the student of today may be 
excused for not knowing of them. But 
a return to those or similar conditions 
is the object sought by the faculties of 
the Middle West in their recent agita- 
tion. for reform.. 

Men who are professors now remem- 
ber the time when few rules were need- 
ed to keep college sport on an amateur 
basis, because there was not enough 
money to professionalize athletes. Col- 
lege sport was a college institution 
then, not a business enterprise of such 
caliber as to require high-salaried men 
to handle it. Rivalry between colleges

CLAUSE A SURPRISE 


LT AT 


One of Authors of Law Says 
“Potentate’ Idea 
Slipped In. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DALLAS, Tex., Apri] 21.—There never 


before has been such a scramble in 
Texas politics for the position of chair- 
man of the County Executive Commit- 
tees of the Democratic and Republican 
parties as has just begun, and which 
will increase in energy as the primary 
campaign progresses. 

Heretofore the position of county 
chairman has been one of simply local 
trust and honor. The man who was se- 
lected for the position felt that the ele- 
vation was largely a-personal compli- 
ment to his fairness to all elements of 
the party and a reward for loyalty to 
the party action in the matter of sup- 
port of its nominees and its  plat- 
forms. But a new condition has been 
created by the provisions of the Terre!l 
election law touching the county chair- 
men, more especially those of the Dem- 
ocratic party, which elects most of the 
officers. 

A powerful State-wide machine, com- 
posed of the county chairmen collective- 
ly, and a powerful boss, in the person 
of the county chairman, individually, 
has been made possible, after July 28 
next, when the primaries of the parties 
are to bé held under the Terrell elec- 
tion law. 

Selected by Popular Vote. 

For practica! illustration of the situa- 
tion created, the Democratic party will 
be here considered as the only one prac- 
tically affected, as that really is the 
case. No other party elects any. officers 
of consequence. 

At the primary election next July the 
Democratic candidates for county chair- 


man will have to go on the official bal- 
lot and, be voted for, just as the candi- 
dates for other public offices. If his old 
(present) powers were all that the coun- 
ty chairman was to possess, this would 
not be objectionable; in fact, there is 
no rational objection to the county 
chairman being chosen by popular -vote 
of the party. But under the provisions 
of the Terrell election law, when the 
county chairman shall have thus been 
cnosen, the party will be voting over 
itself a powerful political potentate, be- 
cause, under Section 12] of the law, he 
becomes the county member of “‘all dis- 
trict committees of which his county is 
a@ part.”” Take the Dallas County 
Democratic chairman as an example 
under this provision: He at once be- 
coines the Dallas County member of 
Che Fifth Congressional District Com- 
mittee.

Surprise to Author. 


If the Democratic country chairmen 
of Texas don’t get together and form 
the most powerful political party ma- 
chine ever known in the South or 
Southwest, it will be because they don’t 
take advantage of their opportunities— 
“according to law’’—is the judgment of 
the best experienced politicians whose’ 
attention has been called to the pro- 
visions of the Terrell election law here 
being considered. 

And how did such a ‘“bossism” pro- 
vision get into the law? No one seems 
to know. Hon. T. B. Love, a House 
member of the Legislature from Dallas 
County, and one of the authors of the 
law, was asked ‘for enlightenment. Mr. 
Love could not tell. He said the pro- 
vision might have gotten into the law 
when it was being considered in the 
Senate; that numerous changes were 
made after the bill left the House and 
numerous compromises had to be made 
in free conference, Much work was 
done hastily and the ‘‘potentate’’ pro- 
vision was probably slipped in without 
attracting attention. 

Already the sharp-eyed, keen-witted 
politicians are beginning to seek coun- 
ty chairmanships. Three candidates 
have already announced in Dallas Coun- 
ty, and as many more are contemplat- 
ing announcement. The same will 
the case in other leading counties. 

The’ Terrell election law is Hkely to 
be amended by the session of the Legis- 
lature to assemble next Janusry, and a 
more ‘‘diversified’’ plan of representa- 
tion on party committees provided for.

21.—Maxim 
Gorky’s message of sympathy to the 
members of the Miners’ Federation who 
are accused of conspiring to bring about 
the killing of former Gov. Steunenberg, 
and the prisoners’ response that they 
are “with his in spirit,’’ have brought 
out from Gov. Frank R. Gooding a state- 
ment in which he says: 

“There is not the remotest idea on the 
part of any one connected with the pros- 
ecution but that the defendants will be 
given an eminently fair trial. Every fea- 
ture of the laws that have been framed 
for the protection of innocent men ac- 
cused of crime will be involved to the 
very letter on behalf of the officialg of 
the federation. There is no tendency 
deny the defendants any 
of their legal or moral rights. 

“Personally, knowing what I do of the 
case and of the evidence that is to be 
presénted against the men, I firmly be- 
lieve that all three—Moyer, Haywood and 
Pettibone—are guilty of planning the as- 
sassination of Frank Steunenberg. They 
conspireqd together to that end, and are 
just as guilty of the crime, in my opin- 
ion, as though they had actually been 
present and hurled the bomb that killed 
the former Governor, instead of hiring 
Harry Orchard to do it for them. 


Elected Before the Crime. 


“T have not been elected to my posi- 
tion as Chief Executive of Idaho for the 
purpose of prosecuting or persecuting the 
officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners. There has been no election since 
the tragedy for which we are seeking to 
punish the men now under arrest. I 
was chosen to administer the laws of the 
State, 6riminal @s, well as civil, nearly 
14 morth& before that crime was com- 
mitted. | 

“So it is with every official who has 
anything whatever to do with the arrest 
or the trial of the federation officials. 
There is not a single officer called in or 
appointed or assigned to the special duty 
of punishing the assassins of Steunen- 
berg since the commission of the crime.

Miss Browne has been at headquarters 
since the conclusion of the South Afri- 
can war, and very soon the Generals 
and civil chiefs in Pall Mall will give 
a dinner in honor of Miss Browne’s 
great services to the army. 

Her career has been a splendid exam- 
ple of striving against unfavorable con- 
ditions, and it is largely due to her un- 
tiring perseverance that the sick and 
wounded in war enjoy such solace and 
comfort under the care of the devoted 
women, some of high social rank, who 
make the military nursing service their 
aim and object in life. 

Some of Miss Browne's best work was 
performed in the Soudan. Always in 
danger of being rushed by savages, the 
nursing work was carried on with many 
disadvantages; but it was not until the 
war in South Africa was in progress 
that the great strain of a modern cam- 
sy fell on the nursing staff. Miss 

rewne was early at the front, and had 
charge of two general hospitals. The 
wounded ang the sick came in a cease- 
less stream, and no woman perhaps 
ever existed for a long period with less 
sleep than Miss Browne. 

Every sort of meaningless regulation 
and red tape that interfered with the 
comfort of the. bedridden soldier was 
swept ruthlessly aside by this coura- 
geous woman, who by her personal skill 
and efficient supervision helped to re- 
store more men to good health than any 
fingle nurse in any campaign.

CRICKETER PRINCE 
HUNTING LIONS.

LONDON, April 21.—It will be good 
news for cricketers to hear that Kumar 
Sri Ranjitsinhji will be back in England 
in time for at least some of the matches 
of the coming season. The Prince has 
made a much longer stay in India than 
he contemplated when he left England. 
In one of his last letters to a friend he 
Says that he is arranging to go on a 
lion-hunti expedition with his fellow- 
-ricketer, rd Hawke, and will then 
be soon on his way home. Ranjitsinhji 
is a noted hunter of big game, and the 
scene of the coming expedition, the for- 
est of Gir, is the only place in India 
where the lion is hunted.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—Transformed within four days ; 
from the ‘‘Paris of America’’ into a waste of smoldering debris, 
San Francisco, assured now that everything possible has been done : 
| to care for the living, is searching the ruins for her dead. 

It is grewsome task. Down in the tenement districts, where 
crowded buildings collapsed like eggshells when the first earth- 
quake rocked the city, the wreckage is yielding up its victims by the 
score: Few have been identified—most of them will be buried un- 
named. ‘As fast.as they are taken from the ruins they are buried in © 

‘trenches on the beach, where former millionare and the humblest — 
workingman are laboring side by side under the rifles of the United 
States regulars. 

Forty bodies were taken from the ruins of a building at 119 
Fifth street today by the Red Cross service. The structure, a four- 
story frame, had contained three flats of ten rooms each, collapsed 
during the earthquake and later was reduced to ashes by the fire 
which swept over practically all of San Francisco. The bodies of 
the unfortunate occupants were incinerated. Only the skulls and a 
tew bones were recovered. It is known that Mr. and Mrs. A. J. 
McNear and Mrs. Henry Murray lived in the building. They have 
not been heard of since the fire. 


TERRIBLE HAVOC IN LODGING HOUSES. 


The recovery of the remains of these forty unfortunates is an 
| illustration of the terrible havoc wrought in the lodging and apart- 
ment house. It demonstrates, also, that at present it is impossible 
to make even an approximate estimate of the number killed in the 
stupendous disaster, for before the bodies were actually found it 
was declared that all had escaped alive from this particular house.

NBW YORK, April 21.—Through documents and statistics at the Home| 
-Insuranee Co. of New York, it is possible to show the total amount of insur- 
ance carried in San Francisco by each company doing business in that city. 
The list ipcludes 78;American companies and 30 foreign companies, and the 
total aniount at risk in the San Francisco district is $238,880,000. 

The loss is by #o means total. Late advices from the stricken city indi- 
cate that probably half the city has been saved. This fact will not, however, 
reduce the loss 50 per cent, because the bulk of the damage was done in the 
business, manufacturing and financial districts, where the policies are large 
in amount. On the other hand, there will be a considerable reduction from 
Salvage on iron and steel buildings, the frames of which remain Standing and 
are valuable for further use. . 

The companies hardest hit are the California concerns, who are not only 
liable for fire losses, but have their assets invested in San Francisco bonds 
and mortgages. 

“The earthquake-fire disaster in San Francisco,” said Vice-President 
Correa of the Home Life, “is the’ most staggering blow ever administered to 
the Insurance companies of the world. In the Chicago fire of 1871 the loss 
was approximately $190,000,000, and scores of companies were wiped out. 
Some never paid, some paid in proportion to their ability and some paid in 
full by assessments on stockholders. It is to be hoped that this calamity 
will*’not prove so disastrous ‘to the insurance interests.”

Many of these patients were removed to the general hospital from 
private hospitals in various parts of the city. Several hundred persons were

If the fire were not too 
far out two or three reiays would 
reach it. In this way you could suc- 
cessfully fight several fires. 

“If one of the fingers of the fire got 
away from you and started out toward 
the West End, you could use the sup- 
ply in the reservoir.

“But, of course, the saving of the 
city would be only problematical if the 
waterworks and mains wer® out of serv- 
The fire might easily get away 
from you if it had anything of a start. 

“I would never dynamite. the city,

means. But I don’t believe it ever does 
any good. I don't know of a fire that 
was stopped by dynamite. 

‘If there is any kind of a wind blow- 
ing, the fire will jump a half-mile space 
cleared by dynamite, as it did in Balti- 
more. Then dynamiting generally re- 
sults in great loss of life. Outside of 
those who were killed by the first 
earthquake, I believe that the greatest 
number were killed in San Francisco 
by the dynamiting.

Then the@ death. of 
the firemen proves that this method is 
extremely dangerous. 

‘If St. Louls is ever threatened by 
such a danger, I will never allow it to 
be dynamited, so long as I have any- 
thing to say, although my me. and I 
would fieht until we dropped to save 
the city.”

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BONES OF FORTY 
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are pouring into San Francisco from every quarter. It is known 
that the cash contributions to the general relief fund has already 
reached nearly $10,000,000, and is growing. 

The supplies are being distributed impartially by the military 
authorities. Automobiles have been seized by the soldiers and the 
chauffeurs pressed into service. The autos make the rounds of the 
refugee camps morning and evening. Forty carloads of provisions 
intended for this city were burned on the Belt line this morning, 
it is reported. : 

Although every bank in the city was destroyed, it is declared 
that the treasure they contained is safe. A committee of bankers 
has made a thorough investigation, and report that the vaults and 
their contents, though buried under debris, are undamaged. It is 

asserted that depositors will be paid in full as soon as the vaults 
can be opened. 
GHOULS SHOT DOWN OR HANGED. 

Under the circumstances, a certain amount of looting has been 
inevitable, but the law-abiding element, co-operating with the mili- 
tia, has practically put an end to the work of the ghouls. Many of 
them have been shot down in the streets, Others have been hanged. 
Two were swung up in the entrance of the wrecked Palace Hotel. 

_ News of the destruction of another town by earthquake .and 
fire reached San Francisco today. Fort Bragg, the principal lum- 
ber town in Mendocino County, was nearly wiped out. Scores were 
hurt, but only one person out of a population of 5000 was killed. 
Relief supplies have been ordered there. 

The fire last night leaped across Islais Creek and seized upon 
South San Francisco, a suburb. The skies were lighted by the 
flames from the burning residences throughout the night, and, ac- 
cording to a newspaper man who skirted the water front in a tug, 
the fires were still smoldering today. : 

The reporter states that everything, with the exception of four 
docks, has been swept clean from Fisherman’s Warf at the foot 
of Powell street to a point near the ferry, away to the west. This 
means that nearly a mile of grain sheds, docks and wharves have 
been added to the list of property destroyed. 

A strong wind last night rekindled downtown flames and a 
sea of fire started rolling down Market street toward the Oakland 
ferry, sending weakened structures crashing to the gound. Sol- 
diers and firemenfought the flames and stayed them three blocks 
from the ferry house. Today the wind has died down and several 
warships and tugs are pouring water from the bay on the fire. 

The following dispatch from-Gen, Funston regarding condi- 
tions in general was sent to the War Department this morning from 
the naval training station: 

‘‘Fire is making no progress to the west from Van Ness avenue. 
West wind of considerable force now beginning. Indications now 
that all that part of the city east of Van Ness avenue and north of 
the bay will be destroyed. Some considerable apprehension is felt 
_ a8 to the post of Fort Mason, but it is believed that we can save it. 
: ‘““‘Weather continues fine and warm. Practically no suffering 
from cold. It will be impossible to at once establish proper sanitary 
conditions, Much sickness must netessarily be expected. If the 
city to the west now standing remains intact, there are many good 
buildings that can be used as hospitals. The water supply is en- 
couraging. The Spring Valley water people believe that they can 
deliver from 10 to 12 million gallons daily. This with other sources 


not mentioned, will prevent a water:femine.’’ 

The authorities will allow no lights to be burned,. fearing additional fires 
may break out, and this rule they are enforcing with the utmost rigor. The 
citizens are helping in this, and if anybody disobeys and_tries to keep lights 
burning they will be instantly forced to extinguish "them, except, of course, 
in the cases of hospitals. No citizen may pass from one block to another un- 
less he has a written order to do so from Chief of Police Dinan. 

A CITY OF GRAVE-DIGGERS. 

There is a new sound heard in the ruined streets, and one which sends 
a shiver up the spine. It is the scraping of the shovels as graves are dug 
in a hurry for the dead. There is no formal ringing of a bell, as in the 
days when the Black Death swept over London, and cries of ‘“‘Bring out your 
dead” were heard. 

‘The dead are gathered from the Mo rgue and other places, where they lay, 
and taken. to the’ Presidio, where ever y citizen physically’ able to handle a 
shovel is obliged to dig for an hour. It is a bury ground for many whose 
names. will never. be. known. 

There is a story—they are told ever y hour with monotonous regularity—of a 
young girl. who followed the body of her father from place to place with the 
fire close behind. First the body was ta ken from. a house in Mission street to 
an undertaker’s shop.. Then it was laid with the long rows of dead on thé 
dancing floor in the Mechanics’ Pavilion. When the unmerciful flames drove 
the people out of there the girl went with the body further out until the Pre- 
sidio was reached. There the father w as buried like the rest, while the daugh- 
ter stood by with dry eyes in the shado w of the Presidio trees. 

The safeguarding of the city again st possible epidemic is uppermost in the | 
minds of Gen: Funston and the membe rs of the Committee of Safety, now. that 
the food question has been met and suc cessfully dealt with. With the health 
of the people in view, they have called to their aid all the medical: men and 
sanitary experts of the city and surroun ding districts. 

They also have as valuable assistant s the majority of the 200 physicians who 
were in congress here last week and w hose sessions were not over when the 
earthquake came. Their united views and efforts, it is hoped, will make the 
ruins less dangerous to health and will have the effect, ultimately, of establish- 
ing a cleaner and more healthful city. °

With a number of reports of organiza- 
tions made up too late for handling 
through any of the regular committees 
and the voluntary offers of aid for San 
Francisco and other coast cities just 
getting into full swing, St. Louls’ aid 
passed the $100,000 mark yesterday and 
closed the day with a total contribu- 
tion to date of $123,678.90. The fund Fri- 
day was $87,000 and the total collections 
for Saturday ‘aggregated $38,000. 

Officials of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
the Business Men’s League and _ the 
members of the Central Relief Com- 
mittee ‘appointed by the Mayor agreed 
last night that the work was only fair- 
ly begun and that the end is nowhere in 
sight. 

J. C. Van Blarcom, president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, acting as 
chairman of the Central Relief Commit- 
tee, received about $37,000 of the funds 
thus far subscribed before the closing 
hour of the banks on Saturday. Mon- 
day it is expected the large funds of 
the Merchants’ Exchange and the Busi- 
ness Men’s League will be reported to 
the bank, and a sum not under $100,000 
in cash be made ready for transmission. 


Mayor to Get Orders. 


It is expected Mayor Wells will. have, 
by that time, explicit directions from 
regularly constituted authorities at the 
Golden Gate for sending the funds. The 
National Bank of Commerce remains as 
the custodian of the moneys handled by 
the Central Committee. 

At the Merchants’ Exchange Secretary 
Morgan discovered that all of his time 
was not sufficient to give to the work 
of handling the contributions made by 
members of that body and many other 
business men. Several clerks assisted in 
the work Saturday and it was not until 
late in the evening that all of the mail 
had been opened and record made of the 
contributions. 

From the office of the Business Men’s 
League, Secretary W. F. Saunders made 
report of contributions of over $26,000 
for the two days, received from the 
members of that organization. 

Saturday the officials of the St. Louis 
Manufacturers’ Association took up the 
work of volutary relief and mailed cir- 
cular letters to 1500 manufacturers of 
St. Louis, notifying them that their o?- 
ferings should be made through Treas- 
urer Van Blarcom of the central com- 
mittee. Over $500 was received at fhe 
headquarters of the association within 
an hour and forwarded to the centra] 
committee.

UNABLE TO GET COFFEE 





Brewer Says Many Horrors 
Remain to Be 
Told. 





BABES BORN ON STREET 





Twenty Thousand Will Die 
From Exposure, He 
Declares. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PUBBLO, Colo., -April 2L—Adolphus 
Busch, the St. Louis brewer, passed 
through this city tonight,- returning 
from San Francisco to his home in St. 
Louis. Mr. Busch was in the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel when the first earthquake 
shock came, and remained in the 
doomed city until Thursday morning, 
when he was compelled to leave by the 
lack of food and water. Mr. Busch de- 
scribed the earthquake and the events 
subsequent thereto very graphically to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. He said: 

‘We were all asleep in our fooms 
when the first shock came. Almost fm- 
mediately the electric lights went out 
and when we went to the elevator to 
descend from the tenth floor, on which 
our rooms were located, we found that 
it had been damaged by the earthquake 
and could not be operated. 

“I was surprised at the coolness and 
presence of ,mind displayed by every 
one in the great emergency. We re- 
mained in the St. Francis until 6 o'clock 
in the evening, when the advancing 
flam€s drove us out. 

‘I secured two carriages and we 
moved to Nob Hill, where we stayed un- 
til Thursday morning, when we went 
to the ferry..and, fortunately, caught 
the ferry boat, which was just entering 
its slip. Mrs. Busch was with me and 
there were 12 persons altogether in my 
party. After I secured the ‘carriages. 
we never left them alone for fear some 
one else would take them while we | 
were gone. 


“I don’t think the loss of life from the 
earthquake and the fire combined will 
exceed 1000, but I am convinced that 
at least 20, 000 people will dle from sick- 
ness and exposure... What the people 
there need now more than anything else 
is clothing, food and shelter. 

“There are thousands who are still 
unprovided with the necessities of a 
althou ugh the response to the ap 
for aid on the part of the cities o the 
coast has been a noble one. 

“The losses from the earthquake will 
not exceed $15,000,000, but this only 
represents about one-tenth of the en- 
tire loss. Had the water mains not 
burst, I am satisfied that the fire would 
have been confined to a comparatively 
small area, as San Francisco has an’ ex- 
cellent fire department, which I am 
sure would have been able to cope with 
the flames. 

“Gen. Funston took charge of the city. 
Through his efforts and those of the reg- 
ulars much suffering has been prevented | ga 
and many outrages headed off. The reg- 
ulars behaved nobly. and I don’t know 
what the stricken city.could have done 
without them. The police and the 
militia could have accomplished 
little, but the strong arm of the general 
Government brought order out of chaos 
and will assist materially in keeping 
order during the strenuous times of the 
next few weeks.,”’

Catastrophe. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April a. 
LL San Franciscans agree that the 
entire city rocked like a ship at 
sea during the seismic disturb-

ances. Adolphus Busch of St. Louis says

St. Francis Hotel, where he was 
staying, swayed like a tree in a storm. 
He and the other guests of the hotel 
were thrown from their beds violently 
and pianos and other heavy furniture 
were over*urned. - 


The women of the neighboring cities 
of San Francisco arose to the emergen- 
ey of relieving their stricken sister city 
by setting their baking oven to goin at 
their fullest capacity, turning out bread 
for the victims of the catastrophe. 
Thousands joined in this work, render- 
ing monumental service to the relief 
committees. 


The natural increase of population goes 
on in the face of disaster. The stork is 
busy in Goldenn Gate Park, where are 
quartered 200,000 refugees from. the 
flames. Ten babies have been brought 
upon the tragic scene. 


Five thousand men armed with rifies 
are constantly on guard in the city. Mar- 
tial law prevails, with Gen. Frederick 
Funston in charge of the entire military 
arm, police and national guardsmen, as 
well as the regular troops. Still, the 
feeling is that the city is inadequately 
policed, and Gov. Pardee has askéd 
President Roosevelt to order the Pacific 
equadron to hasten to the place and sup- 
port the military with its marines. 


There is no mercy now for the man 
who stoops to injure his fellow-man or 
his property. The latter is particularly 
sacred, and the looter is shot on the 
spot.:There is no trial for him; the sol- 
dier who comes upon him in the commis- 
sion of a theft, kills him as he would a 
dog. It is shocking, but the authorities 
Say it is necessary. 


There is no democracy like the San 
Francisco bread iines. Millionaires 
mingle with tramps at the food distri- 
bution stations, each equally glad to get 
a mouthful of the commonest food. §o- 
ciety matrons and the women of the 
poorest tenements are on good terms. 
There are no class distinctions. All are 
Victims of the catastrophe and all suf- 
fer alike. 

The endurance of man in emergency 
is marvclous. Gov. Pardee arrived here 
from Sacramento Wednesday night. For 
80 hours he has been directing relief 
work without any sleep. His body is 


exhausted but he is mentally unpur- 


turbed by the ordeal. 


For the first time in the history of the 
country private mail is being carried 
free by the postal authori‘, 3. Washing- 
ton has directed that ali !etters from 
the earthquake sufferers to out-of-town 
relatives and friends shall be carried 
without stamps. This is both an act of 
charity and of necessity; no stamps are 
available and no letters could be sent if 
this order had not been issued.

The skeleton of Chinatown 
alone remains, and the principal part 
of the place is revealed below grounds. 
Some of the subterranean passages and 
chambers are 100 feet beneath the sur- 
face of the streets. Many perished in 
these dungeons. Most of them were 
women held as slaves by their infamous 
masters. 


The relief and protective measures of 
the authorities have been exceedingly 
sane. None deserves more praise than 
the order to destroy the malt and spir- 
ituous liquors in the saloons and gro- 
ceries. This was thrown into the streets 
to prevent the crazed victims of the 
city’s trinity of horrors from making 


maniacs of themselves with drink. The 
authorities have seized all the grocery 
and food stocks in the city and are dis- 
tributing them as needed. Thus, at- 
tempts at extortion have been check- 
mated. It is a socialistic condition that 
prevails. Everything in the eating line 
is everybody’s. Otherwise the men, who 
tried to charge—and succeeded for a 
while—a dollar for every loaf of bread. 
and 25 cents for every glass of water 
would be waxing rich amid the ruins. 
Happily, there is plenty of water now, 
and the people can get along with their 
bread rations till more substantial food 
is received. 


The nation has been wonderfully gen- 


erous to the fallen city. Millions have 
been subscribed, but even millions can’t 
help when there is nothing to buy with 
them. This is the problem now—to get 
provisions to the city. 


The dead are being buried swiftly as 
posible. There is no holding of bodies 
for identification. The public need now 
is to keep the city as sanitary as pos- 
sible for the aversion of pestilence. 
Again is there no distinction between 
the rich and the poor; the millionaire 
assists the tenement dweller in the 
grewsome work. 


The money vaults of all the banks 
in.the city are apparently in good con- 


dition, so that, soon as the ruins cool, 
plenty of cash will be available. The 
deposit books are safe, too, insuring the 
savings of all the patrons. 


The refugees are sleeping in the 
open in the parks. There are some 
tents, but most of the people have no 
protection from the chill winds that 
sweep in from the sea. 


The American spirit is a wonderful 
thing, defying even nature. That it 
can’t be suppressed by even the most 
appalling catastrophe is apparent 
from the hopeful conversation that 
pervades the camps of the refugees 
and makes the silver lining to the 
clould of disaster. ‘We will build a 
greater city,” is the sentence hearti on 
every hand. It is magnificent, but is 
the realization of the dream possible 
for, say 25 years? Will capital, 
which. has no sentiment and never 
takes risks in houses on sand with its 
eyes open, be so quick to forget the 
lesson that the earth hereabouts is 
still in a formative period, and that 
the scientists predict further ter- 
restrial disturbances? Even if a new 
city is built, there will hardly be any 
magnificent skyscrapers. These en- 
gineering monuments, despite their 
steel and stone, crumple like paper 
under the awfu)] visitations of nature. 
They were the first to break asunder 
and collapse when the earth heaved 
Wednesday morning, 


San Francisco homes were noted for 
their collections of china and cut glass. 
The wealthy were great travelers and 
brought home many souvenirs from 
their trips abroad and the Oriental shops 
in Chinatown offered a choicer collec- 
tion of wares for home-staying persons 
than perhaps any other American city. 
It is doubtful if a single one of these 
collections is now intact. 

Stockton was one of the nearby towns 
that was soon reached by refugees and 
the citizens there were quick to listen 
to the tales of hardship of those who 
had been { the stricken district and turn 
their relief work into the most practical 
form. One of the first boats to leave 
that city brought a large cargo of 
drinking water in almost every form of 
container. 


After the police learned of the wreck- 
ing of the State Insane Asylum at Saint 

nes and the liberation of hundreds 
of patients, they became worried for 
fear the State Prison at San Quentin 
had been destroyed and hundreds of 
criminais released. It was not until 
three days later that the reassuring 
news reached the city that the prison 
walls remained intact; although the 
chimneys of the big building fell. The 
convicts were frightened, but as all were 
locked in the cells, they were helpless.

In addition to the million rations 
which will reach San Francisco or its 
immediate vicinity today or tomorrow, 
train loads and ship loads of supplies 
are now being hurried forward.

The trans- 
port Burnside at Tacoma has. been 
turned over by the Government to the 


Chamber of Commerce of Tacoma and 
will be loaded with food, clothing and 
tents. It will reach San Francisco in 
three days. 


Carloads From Everywhere, 


The American Red Cross’ Society 
headquarters at the War Department 


was notified today that a large amount 
of supplies have been started to San 
Francisco from every section of the 
country. Among those reported today 
are 30 carloads of flour from Minneapo- 
lis, two carloads of flour from Chey- 
enne, Wyo.; three carloads of provisions 
from Colorado Springs, Colo.;: one car- 
load of canned goods from Indianapolis, 
Ind.; one carload of condensed milk 
from St. Louis; one carload of canned 
goods from the Oneida Caqmmunity, 
New York; one train load of provisions 
from St. Paul, Minn.; 400 dozen eggs 
from the Chicago Butter and Egg 
Board, and one carload of canned goods 
from Waterloo, Io. Cash contributions

Taft Issues Statement. 


“To the Public: As President of the 
American National Red Cross, I have 
appointed Dr. Edward Devine special 
agent of the Red Cross work to be done 


in San Francisco. I am in receipt from 
Dr. Devine of a telegram in which he 
Suggests that notice of all available 
relief funds ang all shipments for relief, 
whether consigned to the Red Cross or 
not, be sent to him, addressed ‘‘Red 
Cross, San Francisco;"’ that it is ex- 
céedingly important to centralize this 
information. I concur with Dr. De- 
vine’s suggestion, and respectfully re- 
quest those who are engaged in forward- 
ing either relief funds or shipments for 
relief, to notify Dr.. Devine of the fact, 
and to give him the name of The con- 
signee. 

“The War Department is in constant 
receipt of requests that messages of 
inquiry be sent concerning the welfare 
of persons known to be in San Fran- 
cisco. I hava communicated with Gen. 
Funston with respect to some of these 
and have learned from him that it is 
him or his 
subordinates to locate individuals at this 
time. The confusion is so great that 
those who are naturally in distress, be- 
cause of lack of information with re- 
spect to friends or relatives in San 
Francisco must nevertheless await the 
settlement of conditions before it will 
be nossiblie for them to hear.

Scientists tell us that fearthquakes are 
due to extraordinary activity of sun 
spots; others claim that they originate 
from the shrinking of the “crust” of 
the earth, which is cooiing off. 

If the former theory be anything be- 
sides. imagination, why were there no 
earthquakes and volcanic eruption in 
September and November of 1904, when 
notoriously there were more sun spots 
than within twenty-five years before 
or since? And why should these phe- 
nomena occur now when there are com- 
paratively few spots on the sun? 

The second theory seens no firmer, If 
earthquakes were due to contraction of 
the earth's crust, then they should oc- 
cur in all parts of the surface of the 
earth equally. Besides, why should 
there always be simultaneous volcanic 
eruptions? For surely an eruption, of 
that nature could not be explained by 
contraction of the “crust.” Moreover, 
the contraction would naturally take 
place on the inner surface and not on 
the outer, two and three miles away 
from the inner (if -anybody has ever 
theorized correctly about the thickness 
of tthe ‘‘crust.’’) : 

A contraction of the inner surface will 
have as a result, if it has any, a con- 
traction of the guter crust, and not an 
expansion, such as every severe earth- 
quake exhibits. Such a contraction 
would not account for a sinking of the 
ground, nor for fissures, but would pos- 
tulate the formation of mountains. €on- 
traction would produce fissures on the 
inner surface ang mountains on. .the 
outer; which it does not do as far as 
the outer surface is concerned 

Now let me theorize a little, for one 
piece of imagination is as good as anoth- 
er, though one may be more probable 


than the other. 

The symptoms of a severe earthquake 
are: 

1. A wavelike motion which progresses 
rapidiv from point to point. 

2. A sinking of the ground. 

3. Severe detonations as of explosions. 
4. Concomitant eruptions of voleanoes. 
Granted that the earth is in a sgemi- 
molten candition towards its center, 
the hardened parts shrink away from 
the molten mass by contraction, thus 
leaving a space. In the desquamatory 
process of bituminous strata, the pro- 
ceeds flow into that molten mass.

Insurance Agent Attacks Capi- 
talist as He Opens 
Iron Safe.

HAMPTON, Io., April 21.—Obidiah 
Smith, victim of an assault by Edgar 
A. Evans, a Waterloo insurance man 
who afterwards killed himself by cut- 


ting his throat with a razor, has re- 
covered sufficiently to tell of the at. 
tack, 

Smith was a money lender and Evans 
had financial dealings with him. The 
capitalist held Hvans’ notes for about 
$4000, the notes being executed about 
30 days ago. 

Evans telephoned his wife in Water- 
loo, stating that he was going to Hamp- 
ton on some business and would return 
the same night. 

Smith states that Evans called on him 
at his home during the evening and 
asked to see the notes. as he had for- 
gotten the dates. Smith opened a small 
safe which he keeps in the house, and 
as- soon as the notes were displayed 
Evans attacked Smith with a short- 
handled hammer, dealing him several 
blows about the head. 

The cries of the aged money lender 
attracted his wife and Evans struck 
her several blows with the hammer. 
Then he left the house and going to the 
stockyards, dealt himself severa] blows 
with the same instrument, but failing to 
inflict a mortal wound, he cut his 
throat with a pocket Knife. His dead 
body was found in the morning by 
section men. 

Two theories are advanced by his 
friends. One that Evans’ mind had be- 
come unbalanced over financial difficul- 
tles and the assault committed while 
temporarily insane, and the other that 
the notes held by Smith weré irregular 
and if not “destroyed by Evans before 
the investigation exposure would fol- 
low.

COMRADE FATALLY sHOT 





Fierce Pistol Battle Follows 
First Performance in Own- 
er’s Native Town. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Mo., April 21.—‘‘Skip”’ 
Wilson, one of the proprietors of a 
“Wild West” show, is dead, and Will- 
lam Duval, his partner, is probably 
fatally injured as a result of a fierce 
battle with ¢fficers in the public square 
here at 10 o'clock tonight. 

The fight was between four officers on 
one side and several members of the 
show on the other. None of the officers 
were injured. After the battle the mem- 
bers of the show scattered and it is 
not known whether any more of them 
were wounded. 

The show, which gave its first per- 
formance here tonight, was known as 
Wilson & Duvall’s Wild West Show. 
Wlison had lest part of one arm and 
was described on the show bills as “The 
One-Armed Wonder of the West.’”’” He 
and his company were here last fall 
and hé is said to have committed some 
small offense at that time, and a war- 
rant was issued for him.

drew his revolver with his free hand. 
Then the shooting began. | 

Who fired the first shot is unknown, 
but the fusilade was continued for sev- 
eral minutes, both sides shooting as 
fast as they could operate their weap- 
ons. 

Evidently the officers were better 
marksmen than the cowboys, for when 
the smoke lifted Wilson lay dead in 
the square, his body showin the marks 
of several bullets. Duvall. clinging 
desperately to his saddle and evident- 
ly badly wounded, put spurs to — his 
horse and disappeared in the darkness. 
His wounds were too severe, however, 
to permit him to go far, and after 
riding for four blocks he fell from his 
horse. The physicians who are attend- 
ing him say he cannot recover. 

While the shooting was in progress 
persons who were in the vicinity sought 
shelter in every placé that appeared to 
offer a refuge from the bullets. One of 
the witnesses to the shooting was A, 
P. Hamilton, Prosecuting Attorney of 
Ray County.

The mother then showed a clipping 
from the first page of last Monday’s 
World telling of a silent Easter service 
in which 300 deaf mutes participated in 
the little church of St. Ann. The wom- 
an pointed to these paragraphs: 


“In choristers’ caps, black gowns and | 


surplices, the choir was’ led by Miss 
Alice Judge. ‘The opening anthem sent 
its message straight to the hearts of 
the congregation. Through the sugges- 
tion of the choir, each son!l was thrilled 
by its own melody, which comes of 
soothing music. 


Fingers Sang Words. 


“The choristers, waving their hands 
rythmically, 
anthem, and sang the words on nimbie 
fingers. On the faces of the worshipers 
was depicted the peace which comes of 
soothing music.”’ 

“I’m sure that choir leader was my 
little Allie,”’ said the woman. “She was 
such a bright little thing and, Oh, if 
you could only know how I have 
searched.”’ 

Tears choked the mother’s voice. 
When she had recevered somewhat she 
said she and her husband, Patrick 
Judge, lived in Third street, New York, 
in 188. They were-unable to provide 
for their little daughter, then 5 years 
old, and the children’s society took the 
child away. Since then the father died 
and the mother remarried. 

“T have a fine home now,” said the 
mother, ‘‘and if I can only find my little 
girl I shall be happy. I had three other 
children, but they died. Alle is all I 
have. Can you help me find her?” 

A reporter telephoned to the Rev. 
John Chamberlain, rector of the Church 
of St. Ann. He replied that Miss Judge 
was an officer in the New York Insti- 
tution for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb. 

“She is a splendid young woman,”’ 
said the rector. 


Went to- See Young Woman. 
The mother returned to the World’ of- 
fice today and started for the deaf and 


dumb institution with one of the re- 
porters. She was all unnerved. She 
had not had any luncheon, She could 
not be induced to take any. 

“T can’t eat,’ she said. “I don’t be- 
lieve I've slept six hours in all the last 
three nighta.”’ 

On the journey up 'town the anxious 
mother told of her long search. 

“Every day since I’ye had my home,” 
She said, “I have searched 
papers for some trace of her. I take 
ttiree papers daily. Sometimes, I’d be 
too busy to read them! for a day or two, 
but I’d always save them up and I'd 
read them from beginning to end. I 
have to use this magnifying glass to 
read, but I never missed reading my 
papers, 

“When I found the article—and there 
was my Alice's name. She was lead- 
ing the choir.”’ 

The New York Institution for the In- 
Struction of Deaf and Dumb occupies a 
group of spacious stome buildings on a 
hillside overlooking the Hudson. The 
mother shuddered as she entered the 
grounds.

The name of the donor was still kept a 
secret, and not until the death some 
two months ago of Miss Clara Grass 
did even the Alexandria pastor know 
to whom he was indebted for the 
church. She left an additional bequest.

Friendst Say He and Another 
Man Were Shot Down Af- 
ter Mock Trial. ‘ 





CONSUL BEGINS INQUIRY 





Puneral Today Will Be as Im- 
pressive as Ritual of the 
Church Can Make If. 





A strange funeral procession will wind 
through the downtown business district 
this afternoon. The Greek colony, which 
is in a state of great excitement, will 
turn out in full to follow the body of 
Constantine Damelos, whom the Greeks 
regard as little short of a martyr, be- 
lieving that he was wantonly murdered 
last Monday at Gurley, a little railroad 
camp in Arkansas. 

The procession will start at undertak- 
ing rooms opposite the Southern Hotel. 
A brass band will precede the hearse. 
[t will leag the way through the Green 
quarter and then to the church at 
Nineteenth and Morgan streets, playing 
the national hymns and funeral] marches 
of Greece. It is expected that fully 2000 
Greeks will fall in line. 

At the church the Greeks’ weird rit- 
ual for the dead will be chanted Over 
the body. The chanting rises anq falls 
like a wail of a person in distress, In- 
cense will be burned and prayers recited 
over the body by Fr. Fiambulos, pastor 
of the church. 

The body will then be taken to SS. 


Peter and Paul’s Cemetery where there 


will be more chanting and incense burn- 
ing before the body is finally lowered 
into the ground. 


Makes Vow of Vengeance.

J. D. Gallens, a leader among the 


: Greeks, yesterday led a company of fel- 


low countrymen to the undertaking 
rooms where the body has been lying 
since Wednesday. A score grouped 


i themselves around the foot of the cof- 


fin and Gallens stood at the head. 

At {fst he began talking quietly. But 
as he spoke of the young man’s life he 
excited, and rapping his 
knuckles on the glass above the dead 


man's face to emphasize his words, he | 
“If we can’t get justice any | 


cried out: 
other way for the murder of this young 
man, then we will go down to Arkansas 
and treat his murderers as they have 
treated him.”’ 

According to the story told by George 
Koskolos, who was with Damelos in the 
camp and who brought the body to St. 
Louis, Damelos was murdered last Mon- 
day morning after a mock trial by a 
man who said he was Sheriff. At the 
same time, Koskolos says, George San- 
denas, another Greek, was also mur- 
dered. Sardenas was buried at Gurley. 

It appears, from the story of Kos- 
kolos, that Sardenas got into a row 
Sunday afternoon wit one of the 
Americans, whom Sardenas acciga] az 
‘short changing’’ Damelos who had set 
up drinks to the crowd in an iraprovised 
saloon. 

Sardenas was hit over the head with 
a bottle by one of the Americans and 
the American was promptly whipped by 
three Greeks. Both forces wi'thdrew. 


Shot by So-Called Sheriff. 


Monday morning the sheriff arrested 


Sardenas and Damelos. -Koskolos says 
that the Americans had previously tak- 
en away the guns and weapons of the 
Greeks. 

Koskolos says that there was a sort 
of trial which seemed to end in a hurry 
when the sheriff suddenly pointed ‘his 
gun first at Sardenas and blazed away. 
and then turned on Damelos, whom he 
also shot. 

The Americans then, according to 
Koskolos, leaned over the two bodies 
and riddled them with bullets. 

When, the story was told to D. Janno- 
nt . Khe Greek Consul in St. Louis, 

e stayted an investigation at onca. 

“I have written to the Governér of 
Arkansas,"’ he said, “demanding an in- 
vestigation. If the story is true I will 
do mt ty ay | in my power to bring the 
murderer to justice.”’ 

Damelos formerly lived at 814 Market 
street. He left St. Louis for the rail- 
road camp a& year ago. He hag since 
made visits back to the city. His 
brother, William Damelos, lives at the 
Market street address, and ig said by 
his friends to be on the verge of nerv- 
ous prostration because of his brother's 
tragio end. melos was 27 years of 
age, a giant in build, with the muscles 
of a wrestler.

HE count of ballots cast in the Post-Dispatch Public School Statuary 
A Contest was completed by the tellers last evening. 

The total vote cast was 3,211,820, which is 39 4-10 per cent of all 
the votes that might have been cast had every ballot printed in the city edi- 
tions been voted during the period of the election. 

It is even more remarkable in that the Post-Dispatch consistently refused 
to sell or permit its agents to sell bundles of papers to persons who wished 
simply to cut out the ballots therein printed. Never before has a newspaper 
conducted a ballot contest on so high a plane. 


The Post-Dispatch purchased from August Gerber of Cologne, Germany, 
180 pieces of statuary selected by a committee consisting of F. Louis Soldan,

GREATEST KNOWN 
EARTHQUAKE IN 
MISSOURI, 1811. 


‘The New Madrid earthquake of 1811 
was much the greatest seismic disturb- 
ance that the United States has ever 
experienced. It entirely changed the 
topography of Southeastern Missouri, 
Northeastern Arkansas and a consider- 
able part of Western Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Just what happened in the New 
Madrid earthquake is not so fully 
known as science. would Hke. In that: 


‘early age the population of the district 


was very small. Absolutely no scien- 
tifie observations were made, and so 
little was. written by persons who went 
through the: earthquake that a great 
deal of doubt unfortunately ‘clouds that 
tremendous natural phenomenon. 

The sunken lands of Southeastern Mis- 
sourl remain today the most astounding 
physical changes wrought’ by an earth- 
quake In historical times. It is doubtful 
if there is another place in the world 
where an earthquake has caused. such 
physical changes, at least in recent cre- 
ative period. The New Madrid country 
went down jn some places as much as 
£0 end.75 feet, and the upright trunks of 
trees imbedded in the. banks of | Reei- 
foot Lake, in Tetrinessee; indicate that 
the land must have gone down as much 
as 100 feet in that locality.

IStrange Element Blows Into One, a Child Wife, Is Sentenced 


Powder in Abbe’s New 
York Laboratory. 





‘VANISHES INTO CARPET 





Located by Willemite and 


Roentgen Plate It Is 
All Recovered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, April 21.—The mysteri- 
ous elment, radium, has _ develuped 
strange explosive properties in the 
laboratory of Prof, Robert Abbe of St. 
Luke's Hospital, this city. Dr. Abbe 
had a lucky escape from serious in- 
jury, for which he is being congratu- 
lated by his fellow surgeons and 
scientists. His experience is a warn- 
ing to all who handle radium. 

Prof. Pegram of Columbia Univer- 
sity succeeded in restoring to Prof. 
Abbe all of his exploded radium, even 
to the last particle, though at first it 
seemed that the precious metal s0 
suddenly dispersed was irretrievably 
lost, 

In December, 1905, Prof. Abbe, to 
use his own words, received from 
Prof. Hugo Lieber 50 milligrams of 
pure radium bromide of the strength 
of 1,800,000, just imported from Ber- 
lin. He had it transferred to a small 
glass tube, in which it was hermeti- 
cally sealed after drying. 


Exploded With Loud Report. 


The radium was used daily by Prof. 
Abbe for months, being cleansed al- 
ways by immersion in carbonic acid, 
followed by -alcohol, and always 
handled carefully in the forceps. 

Finally, one day, on removing it 
from a silver tube by a thread tied 
about it, the radium stuck in the 
opening of the tube, and Prof. Abbe 
pressed it lightly with the end of the 
forceps. 

Instantly the radium exploded with a 
loud report, the glass being shattered 
into numerous small fragments, much 
of the radium being distributed against 
the inner lining of the tube. At the 
same time, Prof. Abbe sdw a cloud of 
pulverized radium come from the tube 
as large as his hand and fall in a shin- 
ing shower to the carpet. 

Placing the tube carefully on a clean 
sheet of paper, Prof. Abbe made a chalk 
outline on the carpet, around the area 
within which he supposed his precious 
radium had fallen though nothing of it 
was visible. In the hope of recovering 
jit, he laid a large photographic Roent- 
gen ray plate upon the carpet, believing 
it would make its impression through 
the double paper envelope. To his 
chagrin only one spot showed at the 
corner of the plate when developed. 
That night he tested the carpet with a 
piece of willemite, which glowed bright- 
ly at a spot some distance from the sus- 
pected area. That spot he again tested 
with another photograph. 


Radium Showed on Plate. 


To his delight every small grain of 
radium made its autograph on the plate, 
though only a few could be seen to glow 
in the dark, as they had sunk into the 
heavy carpet. The atomic weight of 
the radium was so great that it had all 
fallen within a very small radius, being 
kept together by its heaviness. 

Prof. Abbe cut out a big piece of the 
carpet and put it and the tube at the 
disposal of Prof. Pegram of Columbia. 
The latter succeeded in extracting all 
of the precious particles of it from the 
carpet, so much that when the piece of 
carpet was subjected to the photograph- 
ic test none remained. The radium 
which had been dispersed against the 
side of the tube was also finally re- 
solved and the radium restored to the 
tube. To guard against another explo- 
sion, a fine platinum wire has been 
fused into the end of the tube, to per- 
mit the stored-up positive electricity 
to discharge through it. on the theory 
that the negative current passes out 
through the glass with the rays.

NE WYORK, April 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today, says: 

Wall Street—Today’s bank statement 
closely reflected the money movement 
of ithe week. It showed a strong posi- 
tion, with so great an increase in cash 
holfings that, even with a considerable 
loan expansion, the surplus ran up $11,- 
500,000 to a figure larger than reported 
at this time in any but one of the 
past six years. Even this has moved 
so rapidly, however, during the past 
five days, that the interpretations 
placed on a set of figures Thursday dif- 
fer from those suggested Monday, and 
on Saturday differ again from Thurs- 
day. 

The bank statement as it stands could 
have been pretty accurately predicted a 
week ago; since then, the heavy cur- 
rency movement from New York to the 
Pacific coast has introduced a new and 
entirely unexpected influence. How 
much of the new reserve money is here 
to stay, and how muoh is merely in 
transit, so to speak, from London. to 
San Francisco, is a question which can- 
not be answered off-hand. It is bound 
up kargely in the further question, how 
much more gold London will spare for 
the United States, and what the actual 
heed for currency in the devastated city 
will be. 


_ Pigures of the statement show that 
the $25,600,000 increase in deposits 
Was made up of $17,400,000 Govern- 
ment money placed with the banks to 
facijitate gold imports, and $8,100,000 
increase in the bank loans. These 
loans are almost certainly connected 
with the westward remittance of 
currency. So far-as the Stock Ex- 
change has been a factor in the move- 
inent, loans should have been reduced. 
As matters stand, this “treasury” 
monpy will be called in as fast as the 
gold, whose import was based on it, 
arrives; it will be seen, therefore, 
that the outlook for next week's bank 
showing is considerably complicated. 


Stock Market Irregular, 


Nothing very tangible could be in- 
ferred from the movement of prices 
on the Stock Exchange. The markety 


opened irregular, and in the main a 
trifie stronger; then it drifted along 
quietly for an hour, until the bank 
return appeared. It weakened after 
that and closed with no change of 
consequence from yesterday. 

Foreign exchange declined again, 
falling before the close % cent from 


cent above yesterday's low level. 
The general attitude of the stock mar- 
ket here reflected firmness. At Lon- 
don, British consols gave way anoth- 
er fraction, ending the week a full 
point below last Saturday.

Big Losses Sustained in Frisco 
_ Makes Selling of Stocks 
Imperative.

LOCAL MARKET QUIET 








Traders Inclined to Fight Shy 
of the List at 
Present.

Liquidation swept the securities mar- 
ket in the latter part of the week, fol- 
lowing the announcement of the disas- 
trous earthquake in San Francisco and 
the loss of property estimated at $300,- 
000,000, 

Not since the panic of May 9, 1901, 
has the entire financial structure of the 
country been subjected to such a strain, 
and only the concerted efforts of the 
strongest financial interests prevented 
the temporary destruction of the bull 
fabric that has been woven in the past 
two years. 

It is perfectly safe to say that had a 
big bull speculation in securities been 
under swing, and stocks well distrib- 
uted and in public hands, a panic would 
have resulted. 

That a panic did not take place may 
be attributed to this one fact, for with 
stocks still concentrated in the strong- 
est hands every effort by the right peo- 
ple was made to support them, and the 
general public kept from seeing the 


actual danger of the situation. 

What the result of the week's disaster 
will be on the future course of securi- 
ties is, of course, problematical, but 
that it has temporarily destroyed the 
chances of a big bull speculation in the 
near future is highly probable. 

The actual danger of the situation 
from the financial standpoint is still to 
be faced, for, as yet, the effects of the 
enormous losses sustained on outside 
business interests are unknown. 

It is not possible for the destruction 


HH of a city of the importance and wealth 
‘of San Francisco to take place without 


involving many business firms in all 
sections of the country, and especially 
o Ene territory surrounding the city 
tself. 


The failure of these.may precipitate 
distress in other sections and in this 
way the effect is gradually felt through- 
out the entire country. 


Although the losses in the country at 
large may be small, the effect on mar- 
ket sentiment is none the less adverse 
and mitigates against the chances of a 
quick return of public buying. 

Again, the exact position of many of 
the insurance companies, whose poli- 
cles cover the devastated districts, is 
not now known, and the enormity of 
the losses indicates almost to a cer- 
saint financia] difficulties along these 

nes. 


It is a strange coincident in specula- 
tion, that nearly every big bull move- 
ment finds its doom in some unexpected 
rhappening that suddenly checks the ad- 
vance and causes liquidation. 

When this happens the recovery that 
follows usually causes prices to go back 
near their previous height, but the ac- 
tual bull movement has usually spent 
its force. 


Previous Movements. 


~ The action of securities following the 
panic of May 9, 1901, was the best ex- 
ample of this movement. 

Following the drastic liquidation of 
that day, — made almost a complete 
recovery in the following two months, 
hovered around the high level for a 
short time, and then started on their 
downward track, which lasted for over 
two years, 

Now the market movement is much the 
same, although, thanks to the right peo- 
ple having the securities, the decline 
since the market reached its highest 
altitude has not been so severe. 

The movement which has been sus- 
tained through 30 per cent money, ad- 
verse market legislation and what not, 
is suddenly brought to a sudden halt by 
a national calamity involving losses of 
nearly half a billion dollars. 

If precedent is to be followed, then the 
recovery which should come shortly 
should carry prices back in the neigh- 
borhoog of the high point; but here the 
movement should flatten out and the 
actual turning goint in the present spec- 
ulation take place. 

Again, it has been demonstrated time 
and again in the past year that what is 
called the speculative public is getting 
wise to the Wall street game. 

There was a time when all that it 
was necessary to do to sell securities 
was to publish bullish reports and ad- 
vance prices, but the exposures of the 
financial game by Lawson and others 
has changed the complextion of things 
materially, and it is doubtful if a big 

ae buying movement can be fos- 
ered. ' 

Then, we have pools, loaded with all 
kinds of securities, whose prices are un- 
reasonably high, prospects of a stiff 
money market for the balance of the 
year and a possible squeeze next fall. 


public before long, and a distribution of 
stocks, pools will be compelled to sell 
out on other pools, then we have what 
Wall street terms ‘‘a rich man’s break.’ 
The writer does not mean to carry 
the conviction that stocks should have 
a severe decline from this level at the 
present time. Wor the unexpected hap- 
pears of the week has placed the mar- 
et in a position where a strong recov- 
ery is inevitable, once the effects of the 
Frisco disaster wear off and the situa- 
tion begins to adjust itself, but he does 
infer that, all things considered, the 
indications are that the bull movement 
of the past two years is fast running 
to its finish, and that the next strong 
recovery around the recent high level 
should be availed of to dispose of long 


stock.

of High Speed Will Oper- 
ate in Face of Fierce 
Enemy---Modern Methods

MERICAN mine owners in the moun- 

fains of Northern Mexico have now 

determined to fight the bloodthirs!y 
Yaqui Indians from the shelter of armored 
automobiles. LL. M. Hart, a Boston~ oper- 
crator imiterested there, placed the first order 
for such an automobile, to be delivered in 
Mexico with all possible haste. His ca- 
ample is beng followed by others. The 
Giroux Consolidated Mines Co. of Los An- 
geles has ordered a number of fighting cats 
hurried down to the firing line. It ts ¢ex- 
pected that within another month all the 
Americans harassed by the Yaqui will have 
adopted this ingenious defense.

HE Indians have been making it hazardous for 
the Americans in Northern Mexico for some 
time. Resenting the intrusion of the men from 

the States, and protesting their right to mine the 
gold and silver which the Yaqui insists belong to 
him, the Indians infest the roadside awaiting whom 
they may rob and murder. 

_ The Mexican authorities have proven themselves 
80 unequal to the exigencies of Yaqui warfare that 
the Americans have resorted to a system of self- 
defense which is characteristically American. - The 
armored cars they are now having made and sent 
down to them,will each carry four rifleneo, who 
will fire upon the foe through narrow slits opened 
in the sheet-steel armor at the various points of 
vantage. The machines will be entirely bullet-proof, 
will be capable of high speed, and will carry across 
the perilous highways of the Sierra Madre and the 
Cordilleras officials and employes of the mining con- 
cerns and the silver and gold for which the Yaqui 
and the Mexican bandit are prepared to give bloody 
battle upon the isolated roads.

Yaqui policy is a big question concerning which 

there is a great deal of spirited dissension. 

The Yaqui fights in a way peculiar to himself. It 
is a sort of warfare wholly unlike that which has 
made famous for all time the bloodthirsty Apache. 
The Apaches and the Yaqui are neighbors. ine 
Apaches range as far south as the Mexican boundary, 
and the Yaqui range north to it. The Apache was a 
spectacular fighter. He took to the warpath in the 
full panoply of war. When he was foeman of an) 
man, his painted face and flaming eagle feather 
isily proclaimed him such. 

The Yaqui is not that kind of an Indian. He does 
not grease his body and paint himself. He does not 
proclaim his hostility with a great noise. He does 
not affect the blanket. When the Yaqui is fighting 
he wears the same clothes and the same stolidity 
in which he is seen when he is working about the 
mines. Anyone could tell an Apache on the warpath 
from one that was off; but no one in the Yaqui 
country can tell “which from t’other.” 

That is one reason why the Yaqui have been able 
to keep up their warfare as long as they have. Had 
they ridden out and sent up their rockets of rebel- 
lion, as the Apaches did, the Mexican Government 
would have conquered them long ago; but. warriors 

lin the guise of miners have been differentiated from 
law-abiding Indians with such difficulty that little 
less than catching a Yaqui red-handed has sufficed 
to indicate who should be punished. 

The Liberal party in Mexico, which is against Pres- 
ident Diaz and all his works, charges that the wiaz 
treatment of the Yaqui has been shameful to an ex- 
tent that would “stagger humanity” if the world 
knew the truth. Dr. McGee, who knows both sides 
of the matter and is personally acquainted with 
Gen. Torres, the “Hell Roaring Jake” Smith of So- 
nora, says the Diaz policy toward the Yaqui has been 
exactly what that of any President of the United 
States would have been indeed, exactly what the 
United States policy was toward those tribes of the 
West which sought to have barbarism stand against 
Civilization.

iE article entitled “Wanted: A Southern Lit- 

erature,” which appeared in a recent issue of 

the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, has 

attracted widespread attention and already the 

champions of the fictional achievements of the great 

Southwest are coming in droves, each crying out the 
merits of some particular story or book. 

After all, though novelists in search for pictur- 
esque material have not come to the Southwest in 
the number that the material here warrants, Texas, 
Arizona, Mexico, Southern Califor- 
wia, Indian Terfitory and Oklahoma have not been 
entirely deserted by the novelist. Not a state or 
territory in what is known as the Southwest but has 
figured in some book published within the past year 
the majority of which have sold by the 
thousand and are to be found today in miladv’s 
houdoir, the den and the library, public or private. 

Indeed, there has lately come to be a quickened 
interest in the open life of the wild and woolly 
West, as it used to be called. And yet, when the 
average reader is asked ‘to name the stories pub- 
lished within the last half dozen years dealing with 
this important geographical section and vitally in- 
teresting people, he hems and haws, refers to Win- 
ston Churchill’s “The Crisis,”” Mrs. Dye’s “The Con- 
quest” and Owen Wister’s “The Virginian.” 

Everybody, more or less, has read these books, but 
have there not been others dealing with the Lewis 
and Clark expedition, the historic battle in the Ala- 
mo, the thousand and one tragedies and romances en- 
acted along the old Santa Fe Trail, the uprising of

Miss Driscoll’s “In the Shadow of the Alamo” has 
recently been published. containing a sheaf of splen- 
did Texas tales, presenting aspects of Texas life from 
the early <ays of the Spanish Conquest down to our 
own times. 

Into them are woven legends and traditions which, 
by their depths of human sentimént and passion, 
have lived for hundreds of years in the memory of 
the people. Nor has this volume been the only one 
from Miss Driscoll’s pen, dealing of Texas.
